It's a 
skirt in itself and is attached to 
the skirt at the waistline and 
sometimes at the zipper closing. 
An underlining is cut from the

2. Mark darts on underlining, 


and form darts on both under- 
lining arid outer fabric, and 
stitch separately. 


3. After underlining and outer 


fabric are cut (and before darts

of the center from waist to hem 
on skirt and the center from 
side to side on skirt. Figure 1 
illustrates a bodice with two 
fabrics basted together; figure 
2, a slim skirt.

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The Career of Bill Schubert 


An era in electric power development 


to serve the mushrooming needs of the 
Fox Cities area and Upper Michigan came 
to an end with the retirement Jan. 1 of 
William E. Schubert, vice president and 
general manager of the Wisconsin Michi- 
gan Power Co. 


He was the leader in the acquisition or 


construction of 12 of the firm's 18 power 
generation plants. He was the pioneer in 
the use of pulverized coal as fuel in the 
generation of electricity, a method which 
now is the most widely used in generating 
electricity. 


But Bill Schubert's value to his commu- 


nity was not in his leadership in the power 
generation field only. He was a leader who 
gave generously of himself in community, 
civic, charitable and fraternal activities. 


Bill was called upon hundreds of times 


to head organizations or committees to get 
a job done and he always accepted those 
responsibilities. His connection with worth- 
while projects are too numerous to men- 
tion here. 


However, his consuming interest in Boy 


Scouts, Girl Scouts and conservation have 
made many young people happier down 
through the years. He has received area 
and national recognition for his work in 
Scouting. It was through his efforts that the 
1,400-acre Gardner Dam campsite was sold 
by his company to the Valley Council Boy 
Scouts for a nominal rum. The site was 
developed under his direction. He also was 
instrumental in arranging for the company 
to lease 200 acres of land for a nominal fee 
for the Chalk Hill Girl Scout Camp. 


Bill also was instrumental in developing 


the lakes above power company dams in 
Upper Michigan for public use for recrea- 
tion and fishing. Public access points were 
built for fishermen and boaters. 


Bill Schubert is a man who accomplish- 


ed many things for other people during 
his working lifetime and. if we know Bill, 
he will be around for many more years 
offering his services for good causes. 


Red China's Nuclear Tfi/eaf 


There has been considerable concern, 


and for good reason, over Comunist China's 
development of nuclear power and its ex- 
plosion of an atomic bomb. Although China 
does not yet have the means of delivery, it 
soon xvill. Exactly what is the responsibility 
of the free world — and the United States 
in particular — toward reducing the threat 
of irresponsible use of the nuclear capabil- 
ity? 


Proposals generally fall into two classi- 


fications. On the one hand there are those 
who feel that conciliatory moves must be 
made toward Red China, especially by ad- 
mission to the United Nations and through 
recognition by the United States of the 
Communist regime as the de facto govern- 
ment of the mainland of China. These 
suggestions are not wholly craven. 
They 


point to the need to face the realities 
rather than what we wish were true. They 
stress that efforts to communicate with 
Red Chinese leaders might serve 'to modify 
their drives toward world conquest. After 
all, the Soviet Union and other Communist 
nations are in the U.N. and have our recog- 
nition if not approval. 


The other point of view is to take the 


hard line and it is getting some support 
from unexpected quarters. 


William Buckley, editor of the con- 


servative National Review, and Steve Allen, 
television personality and co-chairman of 
the Committee for a Sane Nuclear Policy, 
have opposed each other in various debates 
on a variety of subjects. But Buckley re- 
ports that they are in agreement on one 
matter; the United States should take the 
initiative and destroy the Chinese nuclear 
capability. 


In a purely practical sense, the proposal 


appears sound. As Buckley points out, the 
Chinese cannot indefinitely be stopped 
from developing a nuclear strike potential 
but destruction of that which they have 
now would set them back several years. 
It would be absolutely a strike only against 
the nuclear plants: the Chinese should be 
warned two hours before the attack so that 
the plants could be evacuated and any loss 
of life would be the fault of the Chinese 
themselves. 


But what would be the psychological 


effect of such a move, an angle that is 
equally as important as the military 
benefit? 


In Asia it appears that such an attack 


could be a turning point away from Red 
Chinese influence. The Asians recognize 
strength. Cambodia's l e a n i n g toward 
China, for instance, does not seem to be an 
ideological agreement but rather a hope of 
being on the winning side. There would 
be hysterical howls from Indonesia. Burma. 
Pakistan and various African nations. But 
the howls might well be tempered with the 
sudden realization that the United States 
could not indefinitely be pushed around. 


What would the Russians do1" Writes 


Buckley, "the Soviet Union is not disposed 
to commit national suicide—which would 
be the instant result of any threat against 
the United States—in order to permit her 
principal rival in the Communist world to 
maintain its nuclear arsenal." 


Perhaps the wisdom or lack of it in 


such a proposal rests in great part upon 
exactly what the Cold War is. For those 
who argue that it is merely another of the 
age-old struggles for supremacy between 
two major nations or groups of nations 
such an attack could not be justified on 
the humane level. And there is probably 
the danger that an attack might develop 
the Cold War into such a struggle. The 
United States would be saying in effect 
that there would be peace in the world as 
long as we ran it without opposition. The 
Russians of course say the same thing. 


But if we believe that communism, like 


Hitler's national socialism, is an ideology 
that by its nature is evil and can triumph 
only through the use of force, then the 
responsibility for opposing such a system 
—at all costs—has a different meaning. 
There is a considerable amount of impor- 
tance, it seems to us. in the agreement be- 
tween Mr. Allen and Mr. Buckley. Without 
a lot of nonsense about red baiting or Com- 
munists hidden in every liberal ' cause, 
these spokesmen for two very different 
points of view 
have by their proposal 


agreed that nuclear power in the hands of 
the Red Chinese is a threat to freedom, 
justice and peace. 


The police seize arsenals of weapons 


when they are found in the hands of those 
who have no reasonable reason for such 
possession. 
They do not always have to 


wait until weapons have been illegally 
used. In some states even owning a switch- 
blade knife is an offense and in Wisconsin 
carrying a concealed weapon is against the 
law. whatever its purpose. Obviously the 
possession of nuclear power by the Red 
Chinese, who are successfully 
creating 


havoc in a number of nations, is not just 
for self-defense. 


World governments are not yet organ- 


ized—and may never be—so that a police 
detachment may be sent to destroy the 
Chinese nuclear devices. Clearly the United 
Nations would not take such action when 
so many of its bewildered delegates now 
see the rescue mission in the Congo as a 
move toward conquest and colonialism. 
In taking such action against the Chinese 
devices, the United States would have to be 
in the position of a self-appointed police 
force—an always shaky legal situation. 


But this is a proposal that should be 


carefully considered by our officials in 
Washington- Would the humiliation to the 
Chinese—and perhaps all Asians or even 
all the non-Caucasians — establish hatred 
for generations that would be more serious 
than the military and other psychological 
advantages to the free world?
